Our Candlelight Tours, Village Fairs 
and regular programs have been well 
attended and very much enjoyed by 
members and non-members, according 
to ihe many reports vve receive. Added 
to the successful events of the Society 
was our Christmas Open House last 
year with our honored guest.

Our Candlelight Tour commemorated 


the estabii hment of the Hi toric Di trict 
featuring homes in the District built be- 
fore 1850. Houses built betyveen 1850 
and 1890 will be featured on our next 
Candlelight Tour. 

The regular forms have been prepared 
by y our president for placing our Green- 
field Hall and the Hip Roof House on 
the State and National Register for His- 
toric Places. These have been presented 
to the State Historic Site'- Advisory 
Committee. The import of this designa- 
tion is that no federally funded project 
can demoli h these buildings (such as 
for a highway or government building) 
and that these historic structures are 
eligible for federal fund: when available 
for restoration. 

The president w idles to thank all the 
members and officer for their great 
assistance over the past years in further- 
ing the progress of this Hi lorical So- 
ciety and its work in our community.
